Perhaps this sort of thing goes down all right in 
the phernetic atmosphere ol W ashington where the 
trial is being held, but elsewhere it leaves the citizenry 
puzzled and queasy. No ordinary defendant in this 
country would be able to get away with one tenth of 
the burlesque antics staged in the W ashington court 
by the defendants and their counsel. 
Obviously, the intent is to produce, if passible, the 
circumstances of a m istrial and make n farce of the 
whole proceeding, a scheme which the government has 
made feasible with its strange decision to try all 29 
of the alleged seditiontsts at once 
Something is out 
of order when a trial on the grave charge of sedition 
turns into a heckling contest.
